DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USPN 5,188,362 
to Ashihara. Ashihara discloses a leveraged handle end cap for use with a police baton, the 
leveraged handle end cap, comprising; 

a knob (8); a tapered neck portion (8c), the neck portion defining a finger hold for ease in 
grasping; and means (6b, 6c) for attachment of the leveraged cap to the baton at the proximal end 
of the baton and positioned for contact with a user's hand during use, such that the baton can 
thereafter be held near the proximal end of the baton with a steadfast grip. 

As to claims 2-4 and 9-1 1, the knob is hemispheric in shape as seen in Figs. 1, 2 and 5, 
the knob including a proximal end (8a) being flattened and a distal end (8b) defining the tapered 
neck. 

As to claims 5-7, 12-14 and 16, the means for attachment is a generally cylindrical 
segment (9) having an internal threaded sleeve (6c) for cooperative engagement with the baton, 
where the handle end cap includes an externally threaded end segment (6b). The cylindrical 
segment and handle end cap are formed together with the tapered neck. At the proximal end of 
the knob is a means (8f) for holding a decorative element or outer cap (8e). 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. In particular, Wideman discloses a baton device with a leverage end cap capable of 
meeting the limitations in applicant's base claim(s).
